Secretary Long this morning received

the recuperation of officers and men/'. 


Trieste was chosen by Dewey because 


it is the northernmost-point on tho Med- 
iterranean and is considered the healthi- 
est. 


The Olympia should reach Trieste in 


five days. From Trieste, which the ad- 
miral will hardly leave before 'August 
first, 'the itinerary of .the Olympia will 
be conjectual. 


Half way between Trieste and Gibral- 


tar lies Malta, where it hag' always been 
thought the admiral would like to make 
a brief visit, but'if he is as anxious to 
get to New York as is indicated in the 
dispatches from Suez, there is no reason 
why the Olympia should not complete 
the voyage across the Atlantic by the 
first week ic September.

The gasoline explosion in Washington 


which killed Mrs. Dickies, wife of a naval 
officer, and partially destroyed a house in 
the fashionable residence portion of the 
city, is another warning to those addict- 
ed to the careless use of explosives. 
Ac- 


cidents resulting from the explosion of 
gasoline fumes are frequent, so frequent, 
in fact, as to create surprise that there 
are still those who have not had suffici- 
ent warning of its "dangerous character 
to make them more careful. 
Like every 


other explosive, gasoline is reasonably 
safe when.properly handled and exc'eed- 
*nf?ly> dangerous when not 
properly 


bandied. Even the well harnessed power 
of stearn is dangerous when not proper- 
ly handled, anfl jt is because of greater 
knowledge of how to handle it, and the 
safety appliances for controlling it that 
it has become a reasonably snfe agency. 
The explosions and damage from powder 
were formerly more frequent, until peo- 
ple generally came to fully realize its 
danger and to know how to handle it.; 
The kerosene can was once far more 
3??dl.Y t° Servant girls and. careless 
wd'men than it is tOuiiy, simply because 
people have learned to use it in the 
proper manner, 


But gasoline brings in a new element 


of danger with which women have-not 
yet become familiar. 
It seems difficult 


for thetn to realize that while using a 
liquid there is any danger from it as a 
.gas. They do not appreciate the fact 
that every drop they use is immediately 
transformed into a gas of great explo- 
sive power and very easily ignited. 
In 


this respect it so differs from powder or 
'kerosene as to deceive some people into 
its use under the most hazardous cir. 
cumstances. 


Its exposure to the atmosphere inside 


the walls of a room or a cellar is exceed- 
ingly dangerous, and ought never to be 
permitted even in small quantities. 
It 


should never be used 
for cleaning 


clothes or like purposes except in the 
open air. Mrs. Dickies lost her life 
through cleaning rugs in her living 
rooms.

wife were both killed in Fond du Lac 
through denning some clothes with gas- 
oline in the kitchen, 
A cellar or base- 


ment is the most dangerous place of all 
to use gasoline, because the fumes may 
rise through the house and become ig- 
nited. 
'Women especially are careless 


about these things, and any public at- 
tention which such a distressing acci- 
dent as that in Washington attracts, 
through, the press and otherwise, is so 
much towards educating them in the 
proper and safer use of the deadly gas- 
oline. . •

A most extraordinary instance of the 


t'arneness of birds in unexplored forests 
is related by a writer in The National 
Geographic

sembled a pine bullfinch flitting from 
tree to tree and following us closely.

Having followed ns for 
about two miles, it waited in a tree 
during the bustle and confusion of 
making camp, but in the afternoon, 
when all was qniet and some of our 
men were asleep, the bird became ex- 
ceedingly familiar, walking, on the 
ground near us and finally perching on 
our extended hands.

ou'r visitor was to catch mosquitoes, 
which were hovering in swarms around 
our heads. It pecked at a ring on my 
hand, at our needles, and, in fact, any 
metal article.

its own image in a small looking glass 
which lay on the ground. Then, with 
extended wings and open bill, it ut- 
tered cries of rage .and pecked madly at 
the glass in which an enemy appeared. 
, Among the solitudes of mountain for- 
ests squirrels, finches and whiskyjacks 
often show unusual confidence in man, 
but this particular instance is remark- 
able, becunse the bird would alight en 
our persons even after it had been mo- 
mentarily, though gently, detained sev- 
eral times as a prisoner in ruy hand.
